In 1907 an ocean race from Port Phillip Heads, Melbourne to Low Head at 
the mouth of the Tamar River, near Launceston, Tasmania was inaugurated 
with a trophy of fifty guineas presented by the American newspaper, The 
Rudder. Four boats competed in the inaugural race, Thistle, Shamrock, 
Rambler and Ellada. The winner was the 48 foot yawl, Thistle, skippered 
by Edgar Newland, who had his wife and daughter on board as part of 
the crew. 


Once the Rudder Cup was presented Mrs Newland refused to return it as 
she did not want anyone else risking their life to win the trophy. It was not 
until sometime in the 1960s before it was returned and could once more 
be presented to the winner. Although the race has not been held every year 
since 1907, the race continues today and has become an annual event since 
the 1960s. It still is conducted over the same course by the Ocean Racing 
Club of Victoria and the Derwent Sailing Squadron. The Rudder Cup is 
Australia's oldest ocean race and the world's fifth oldest.

The horserace for the Broken Hill Cup was first contested over a two mile 
course in 1899 with a prize of two hundred sovereigns. By the year 1910 the 
prize was three hundred sovereigns and a silver cup valued at ten pounds. 
This silver cup was adorned on the top with the figure of Victory. It was 
donated by Broken Hill Jockey Club committee member Mr E.Boan. In this 
year one of the runners was from the Koran tribe, namely Lord Koran which 
led for most of the race but finished out of a place. 


In 1911 the prize was altered to three hundred sovereigns and a gold cup 
of a guaranteed value of one hundred pounds. A report on page one in the 
newspaper, The Barrier Miner, Thursday 6 July 1911, stated, 'The gold cup, 
to be presented to the owner of the winner of the big race, in connection with 
the Broken Hill Jockey Club's carnival meeting on July 10, arrived from the 
makers this morning. The cup is a splendid specimen of the goldsmith's art, 
and although small in dimensions, is guaranteed to contain 20 ounces of 
18-carat gold in its composition. That, with the added stake, as well as the 
probability of a 'cut' in Tattersall's sweep, should bring a record field to the 
barrier. The cup will be exhibited in a window of an Argent-street business 
place, yet to be decided upon, at the end of the week.' 


The donor of the 'Cup' was a patron of the club who did so anonymously. 
The maker was Frederick Bass who had arrived in South Australia from 
Dusseldorf in Germany and by 1881 was operating in Adelaide as a diamond 
setter and in that year had a display at the Adelaide Exhibition. In 1884 
he located to 92 Rundle Street and by 1890 had added number 94 to his 
business. In the early 1900s his business became EBass and Co. Frederick 
died in 1913 but the firm continued to trade until 1923. 


The Barrier Miner newspaper details of the winners and the 1911 Broken 
Hill Cup race are as follows. 


"The Cup went to absolutely the best horse in the race, owned by a local 
resident, Mr.J.F. Henderson, who throws down the gauntlet to the invaders 
every year, and it is agreeable to see that he has been successful in keeping 
the stake in the district this year. Master Koran's sire was sent to the late 
Henry Warron, of Port Pirie, by Mr Sam Wilson, first manager of Block 14; 
therefore there is a certain Barrier ring about the win. A noteworthy, feature 
of the meeting, is the coincidence that the three placed horses in the Cup 
- Master Koran, Sergius and Schafer were all sired by Koran.

At the start the horses did not behave too well, and this was responsible 
for a very poor start.

After, a furlong had been traversed 
Master Koran led from Schafer, Yuranigh's Daughter, Nallyappa, Imilda, and 
Tiercel. Mr. Henderson's horse still led at the back of the course. Ellerstone 
II held second position, Nallyappa third, and Schafer fourth. Master Koran 
was showing the others a clean pair of heels at the four-furlongs' post, and 
entered the straight well ahead of the rest. He maintained his lead, and won 
easily by two lengths without having been headed from start to finish of the 
race. Sergius, who ran well throughout, filled second position three-quarters 
of a length ahead of Schafer, who was third. Alarm was fourth, Tiercel fifth, 
Yuranigh's Daughter sixth, and Imilda seventh, with Son of a Gun, who never 
made up the ground he lost at the start, last. Time - 2m. 9 4-5s. 


As stated in the report above, Master Koran (1907), sired by Koran (1893) 
out of the slick little mare Nita Carlyon (1897) was one of several horses 
sired by Koran. In the lead in to the 'Cup', Master Koran, starting as one 
of the pre race favourites, won the Christmas Handicap of four hundred 
sovereigns run on the first day of the Port Adelaide Christmas Meeting at 
Cheltenham in 1910. Then in 1911, although not a favourite for the Broken 
Hill Cup, went on to win the race and then in the next year won the Willyama 
Handicap on 20 July 1912. 


The report in the Barrier Miner, Friday 21 July 1911 of the presentation 
ceremony for the 'Cup' stated, 


'In presenting the cheque and Cup to the winner, the chairman said they 
were all pleased that such a good old Barrier sport as Mr. Henderson had 
succeeded in winning the 'pot'. He regretted that the donor of the cup was 
so modest that he declined to allow his name to be mentioned, but they 
could all feel sure that he was a white man. (Applause) He complimented 
Mr. Henderson on his success, which was all the more marked in that it was 
won by a horse of his own breeding, and he hoped that he would have many 
youngsters of Master Koran's calibre. (Applause) 


Mr J.EHenderson, winner of the Broken Hill Cup, in replying, said that, 
as the breeder of Master Koran, he 'was pleased with his success. He had 
tried several times to win the Cup, and was gratified that he had at last bred 
an animal that was equal to the task and more especially as he had several 
others of the same breed. ' 


Master Koran's owner, Mr James Fern Henderson, a horse breeder and 
formerly of Peter's Hotel, Broken Hill died on 11 March 1929 at his residence 
at Rushcutters Bay, Sydney. 


As already mentioned, this style of gold cup was first awarded in 1911. 
In the book, Nineteenth Century Australian Silver by J.B. Hawkins, p237, 
colour plate 83, there is illustrated an identical design of gold cup indicated 
as c1912. In fact the cup illustrated was the one awarded for 1913. By this 
year, the manner of inscribing the cup had altered as the inscription reads, 
BROKEN HILL CUP/1913/Won By/A.E.NOTT/'Londonderry'.

Vincent Roy Kelly was born at Hunters Hill, Sydney. At the age of 18, then 
a boilermaker's apprentice, he enlisted in the AIF on 10 August 1916. He 
embarked with 17 Bn Reinforcements on 25 October 1916 and while at sea 
was charged with insolence to an NCO and awarded ten days detention. He 
served in France and then returned to Australia on 30 January 1918 arriving 
on 22 March. He was discharged from the AIF on 9 May 1918 medically 
unfit with nerve deafness. 


Vincent went on to complete his apprenticeship and was employed in the 
construction of the Sydney Harbour Bridge. He was boilermaker of the 
year in 1930 and in that same year at the age of 31 he became one of only 
two men to survive falling into the water from the bridge. A newspaper 
report stated that he lost his footing while working as a rivetter on the 
road deck level and fell. Horrified onlookers were amazed to see him then 
come to the surface and strike out for a barge and clamber aboard. He was 
still wearing his heavy tool belt around his waist when he fell from 182 
feet (about 55 metres) above the water and just before hitting the water he 
undid and dropped his tool belt. The heavy belt broke the surface tension 
of the water thus reducing the crushing impact as he entered the water. 
Fortunately he escaped with broken ribs and shock. A little over two weeks 
later, after recovering from his fall, and back at the bridge, the Secretary for 
Public Works M.A.Davidson presented him with a gold medal and watch 
to commemorate his survival.

James Bevan arrived at Port Phillip in 1848. He had contracts to maintain 
the roads between 1854 and 1859. In 1860 he purchased a Cobb & Co 
coach route from Melbourne to Beechworth and prospered. He built one 
of the first mansions in Melbourne and named it Grosport after the town in 
Monumontshire, England where he was born. He had horse racing interests 
and in 1859 won the Melbourne Hunt Club Annual Steeplechase with his 
horse, Bobby. This magnificent trophy was the predecessor of the Melbourne 
Cup. In 1864 Bevan was one of 32 founder members of the Victoria Racing 
Club. In 1865 he and his wife Elizabeth took a trip to England and on the 
return trip in 1866, with their nephew B.Bevan who was emigrating to 
Australia, the ship sank in the Bay of Biscay with only 19 survivors from 
270 passengers. James Bevan's son, James Alfred Bevan, born in Melbourne 
in 1858 but was educated in England, was appointed as the captain of the 
first Wales XV. He later went on to become an Anglican Minister.

The account of the issue of notes by Captain G.E.Read appears in 
R.P.Hargreaves book 'From Beads to Banknotes' (p75-6). Hargreaves 
describes the note issue as follows: 'Outside Otago, the only other known 
issue of private paper money in the 1860's occurred in Poverty Bay, where one 
pound and five pound notes were issued by Captain G.E. Read. The notes, 
printed on pink paper were less ornate than their Otago contemporaries. 
Captain Read was a pioneer settler in the area, and is generally given credit 
for the foundation of the town of Gisborne, where he arrived in 1852. Read 
has been described by one East Coast historian as the area's most colourful, 
most enterprising, and most prosperous pioneer and was regarded as 'the 
uncrowned king of Poverty Bay'. According to Sutherland, Read issued his 
notes as an advance to pay troops engaged in the Maori Wars, although 
they are said to have circulated amongst local Maoris as well. It has been 
recounted that the latter, after quarelling with Read, would enter his store, 
take some of the Read notes from their pockets and tear them up in order 
to express their contempt for him. Read, it is said, would pretend to get into 
a violent rage, and chase his 'enemy' from the store, while silently rejoicing 
in the profit he had made. Admittedly such an event may have occured 
once or twice, but it is suggesting a widespread naivety amongst the Maoris 
concerning paper money which, in fact, did not exist. The Read notes, unlike 
those issued in the south, were payable to bearer 'on demand’. Just how this 
was possible under the existing legal restrictions remains to be explained as 
all the known copies of the notes are unsigned and unissued. It is possible 
that the notes like the Otago Banking Company notes, were never in fact 
issued. Hargreaves illustrates a note with the number 2833 in the Hocken 
library for a value of one pound.

According to Robert Pepping in his book 'New Zealand History Noted’, six 
million one pound notes were ordered by the Reserve Bank Board in February 
of 1934. The first prefixes are recorded as A, 1A, 2A, 3A, 4A and 5A and 
logic would dictate that they were issued to the public in prefix order. The 
number A 000001 was the first No.1 pound issued and this was presented 
to the then Minister of Finance, Gordon Coates (Pepping p.8). The second 
prefix being 1A and this note numbered 000001 would have been the first 
No.1 available to the public and was probably souvenired at the time of the 
release of the new Reserve Bank notes, possibly by a bank employee.

This bond has a most interesting past as shortly after Fidel Castro's rise to 
power in Cuba, he started seizing US held assets on the island. Hundreds of 
thousands of acres worth of US held land mainly used to produce sugar cane 
were nationalized as were many US owned business holdings. Among the last 
US owned interests to be nationalized were the banks, including branches 
owned and operated by the National City Bank of New York, First National 
Bank of Boston and Chase Manhattan. The nationalization of US banks on 
September 17 1960 left very little, if any, of the US owned interests out of 
the control of Castro and his forces. Unfortunately for US based companies 
with assets in Cuba, there was little to be done as the lands and physical 
properties were permanent. The banks however had large deposits on hand, 
many of them in the form of Treasury Bonds. Not much could be done and 
it was very important to keep US assets out of Castro's hands. Some were 
destroyed, but the bonds on deposit in the banks proved to be a challenge. 
The Bureau of Public Debt was ordered to cancel the bonds stored in the 
Cuban bank vaults and to prevent any unnecessary loss to the US banks, they 
were reissued to each institution in absentia. The bond in this sale represents 
one of a few that were locked away in the Cuban vaults of the National City 
Bank of New York. Though unredeemable, they were repatriated providing 
an opportunity for a collector to own a Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
produced bond for a fraction of its face value. This piece is the sixty third 
$1,000,000 Treasury Bond of 1961. Issued on November 9, 1953, it earned 
interest at a rate of 2 3/4% until the due date of September 15, 1961. This 
bond features a vignette of Theodore Roosevelt in the upper left and many 
of the same design features used on other Bonds. The large red seal is the 
same used for large size Legal Tender and Red Seal Federal Reserve notes. 
The serial numbers, indicate that not many bonds were issued for the 1961 
Bond emission.

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The year 1893 was the most disastrous year in Australia's financial history. 
The problems that came about that year had been building up over the 
previous decade. In both Sydney and especially Melbourne there had been 
increasingly wild speculation in land, the price of which had risen in an 
astronomical fashion. On the 3rd December 1891, the Metropolitan Bank of 
Melbourne closed its doors and went into liquidation. This set off a series of 
chain reactions throughout Australia. A climax was reached in Melbourne at 
the end of April 1893 when fourteen of the leading banks suspended payment. 
Only two banks remained open all this time, The Bank of Australasia and the 
Union Bank, two other banks remained open except for a day or two (Bank 
of NSW and the Royal Bank). Prior to the crises there had been twenty-eight 
banking and finance companies listed on the Melbourne Stock Exchange and 
only those banks noted above passed through the crises without suspension. 
Six other banks managed to sort out their affairs or were reconstructed. The 
remaining twenty or so were liquidated. Trade and commerce was shattered 
and there were many public scandals. The general public went through a 
long period of quite intense suffering. 


The City of Melbourne Bank had been founded in 1873 and it grew 
rapidly, taking over a couple of smaller banks, such as the Joint Stock Bank 
of Victoria. It prospered and was regarded as a pillar of the Melbourne 
Establishment. It was suspended on 17 May 1893 and an attempt was made 
to reconstruct it and re-open on June 19 (notes were overprinted with this date 
as was this note), and it lingered on for a few weeks but it failed again, finally 
closing its doors on 7 August 1895. The second and final closure of The City 
of Melbourne Bank marked the end of an era.

Although the dating of this issue is fairly certain (but for Depeyrot, whose 
attribution is inexplicable), the assignment of this type to a particular mint 
is controversial. The conventional attribution was, per Elmer and RIC, to 
the mint of Sirmium, based on the western mint marking conventions seen 
on this coin (S-M/COMOB in exergue). However, many numismatists had 
strong reservations: Sirmium had been closed for some time, the style is 
closer to that of eastern mints, and attributing these issues to Sirmium left 
Constantinople and Thessalonica without any gold issues in this period. 
Grierson and Mays, echoed by Kent, persuasively argue that this issue is the 
product of workers from Constantinople or Thessalonica (see DOCLR pp. 
118-121 and RIC X p. 36). Elmer had thought that Theodosius moved to 
Sirmium to campaign against Eugenius, and reopened its mint to produce 
money for his operations, but imperial records indicate that Theodosius 
was actually in Constantinople for this entire period. While Grierson and 
Mays think these coins were issued at Constantinople or Thessalonica, Kent 
leaves open the possibility that the workers were temporarily outsourced 
to another mint. The unusual 'western' quality of the mintmark seems to 
support this idea, and it is possible that this issue was struck at a military 
mint to support operations against Eugenius in the west. (acknowledgement 
to CNG for the above comment).

After a long and distinguished reign marked by moderation and stability, 
Hieron II was sufficiently assiduous to avoid any imperial aspirations in 
favour of loyalty to Rome, the prosperity of his people and family. In 218- 
216, while the Second Punic War was raging in Italy, he provided a powerful 
counterweight to any Carthaginian ambitions. He not only cooperated at

sea with the Republic, but sent a contingent of 1500 troops and money 
in the form of a newly reformed currency in silver and gold, based on 
multiples of the traditional Sicilian silver unit of about 0.86 g, the litra. 
The most numerous issue of this new coinage was that in the name of his 
queen, Philistis, with her head shown wearing the royal diadem below a veil 
that inevitably recalls the portrait of Arsinoe II at Alexandria. Nike as the 
charioteer of the reverse biga is obviously auspicious of final victory.

In 42 B.C. Sextus Pompey defeated the attempt of Octavian's general 
Salvidienus to dislodge him from his Sicilian stronghold whereupon his 
troops proclaimed him the 'Son of Neptune’, the theme adopted for his 
Sicilian coinage.

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The consensus of opinion on the date and mint of this coin was relatively 
uniform until the publication by R. Newman, 'A Dialogue of Power in the 
Coinage of Antony and Octavian' in AJN 2, pp. 37-64. Sear (CRI) follows 
Newman in calling it an issue from Alexandria mint struck for Antony's 
Armenian triumph of the autumn of 34 B.C., when the ‘celebrated and 
enigmatic’ (Sear) 'Donations of Alexandria’ took place. Newman states 
the minting of this coin 'must have taken place in 34, the year of Antony's 
Alexandrian triumph, since it would otherwise be without context.' Grueber 
and Sydenham, on the contrary, had previously assigned the coinage to 
Ephesus in the winter of 33/2 BC as an issue by Antony to reward Cleopatra 
and pay for her immense contribution to the war effort. In 33 BC Antony 
was in Ephesus with his army when Cleopatra arrived with the Egyptian 
fleet. The Roman army and Egyptian fleet wintered at Ephesus in 33/2 BC, 
preparing for the coming conflict with Octavian. The legends on this coin 
could be translated as '[coin] of Antony, with Armenia being Conquered, 
for Cleopatra, Queen of Kings and of her Sons, being Kings.' The Armenian 
crown behind Antony represents his victorious Roman army, the prow 
beneath Cleopatra (which appears on no other Roman coin of hers) stands 
for the mighty Egyptian fleet; combined they symbolize the full array of forces 
marshalled against Octavian. (source for comment from CNG).

In a thrilling and descriptive account of the Battle of Waterloo as written in 
the United Service Gazette it states, 'Thus terminated one of the grandest 
scenes which distinguished the mighty drama enacted on the ever-memorable 
plains of Waterloo; a scene presenting, in bold relief, genuine British valour 
crowned with resplendent triumph.' The article continues in this vein to 
give a very emotive and descriptive account of the battle. At the end of 
the article is a list of officers of the British Army who were present in the 
actions on the 16th, 17th and 18th of June, 1815, including those posted 
near Hal on the 18th. Under the 11th Light Dragoons is recorded the name, 
Cornet B.P.Browne. 


Capt Barton P.Browne, 11th L.Dragoons was a volunteer in the storming 
column, Bhurtpoor. 


Promotions - Fort William - May 13th 1824 - Lieut B.P.Brown to be Capt of 
a troop without purchase, vice W.Smith, deceased, 5 May 1824.

In The New York Times, June 29, 1885 from the London Times, June 18 
under the heading ‘Surviving Waterloo Officers' states, 'The names of the 
Waterloo officers known to be still living can almost be reckoned on the 
fingers of one hand.' One of the seven listed is Lieut Col B.P.Browne, Cornet 
in Eleventh Light Dragoons. 


Capt Charles Frederick Browne, 35th Foot (Royal Sussex) confirmed on 
Indian Mutiny Medal roll without clasp. He is mentioned several times 
in the book, An Historical Memoir of the 35th Royal Sussex Regiment of 
Foot, compiled by Richard Trimen, late Captain 35th Foot. In one section 
is written the following:- 'On the 17th the column moved to Boehea, at the 
northern end of the Jugdespore Jungle. Shortly after halting, a heavy fire 
being opened by the enemy (who filled the woods) on the advanced videttes 
of cavalry, Captain Browne's company of the Regiment was ordered out to 
support them, on which the enemy withdrew out of range very rapidly. The 
company remained with the cavalry during the night, exposed to continual 
fire, but without having a man hit. On it getting light enough to aim, they 
again drove the enemy quickly out of their cover, and were moved forward 
in skirmishing order into the jungle, driving the enemy before them, until 
relieved by Captain Blyth's (light) company. ' 


While he was posted to India, Louisa Gilbert, the infant daughter and only 
child at the time of Capt C.EBrowne and his wife Frances Isabella died at 
Ootaoamund on 22 August 1854 and is buried in a Nilgiri District cemetery. 
(Ref: List of European Tombs in the Cemeteries Attached to the Various 
Churches in the Nilgiri District, printed Madras 1905). 


Humphrey Gilbert Barton-Browne, butcher, next of kin, Mrs M.A.Barton-

Lieutenant Commander Allan 'Smokey' Nelson was born in Newcastle, 
England. He joined the Royal Navy at HMS Ganges as a boy seaman in 
January 1937. In 1938 while serving with the battleship HMS Ramilles he was 
the sight-setter of the right gun of B turret. While with Ramilles he was also 
charged with carrying sacks of coal from the coaling sheds at Gibraltar. This 
was a great inducement for him to get away from battleship service so at the 
start of WWII he trained first at RNB Portsmouth and then at RNAS Worthy 
Down to become a telegraphist air gunner. He joined his first squadron at 
RNAS Donibristle (767 Sqn) which detached to Hyeres in Southern France 
to dive-bomb Italian targets. With the fall of France imminent, the squadron, 
operating Swordfish, evacuated to Malta in June 1940. 


In May 1941 'Smokey' was drafted to 806 Sqn operating Fulmars from HMS 
Formidable over the Western Desert. After he was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal he was flying in Walruses from the cruiser HMS Newfoundland 
giving anti-submarine protection to Atlantic convoys. By 1945 he was flying 
in Avenger aircraft of 854 Sqn from HMS Illustrious against the Japanese. 
He became a commissioned observer in 1952. He retired in 1971 but was 
re-employed because the Royal Navy wanted a senior instructor to assist in 
training of Federal German Naval aircrew in the Royal Observer School, first 
at Lossiemouth and then Culdrose. He was awarded an MBE in 1973. 


In 1974 the legendary 'Smokey' Nelson retired after just over 36 years 
Royal Naval service. When he made his last flight as an observer instructor 
he was the longest serving active aviator in the Fleet Air Arm. When the 
Sea Princess aircraft of his last flight touched down, he was given a special 
reception to celebrate his aviation career. Nursing Sister Myra Lloyd had a 
wheel chair waiting for him and after 'Smokey' was lowered into it, Surgeon 
Michael Boyle, the Senior Medical Officer at the RNAS Culdrose, placed a 
drip feed on the retiring officer's wrist and held aloft a bottle (of brandy) 
which looked more at home in the ward room rather than in sick bay. And 
then the party began.

F/O A P Birley was the Navigator of a Liberator flying with 355 Squadron, 
RAF mainly on operational sorties over Burma and Thailand, bombing 
train yards and other key sites. On one raid on the night of 1-2 May 1944 
his aircraft with its crew of eight were aiming to bomb the Maymyo Rail 
Yards. Unable to locate the prime target they attacked the marshalling 
yards at Mandalay at 2206 hours from 10,000ft. On the flight back from 
Burma the aircraft crossed the northern part of the Bay of Bengal and when 
approaching the coast of India one of the engines cut out as the aircraft was 
running out of petrol. After bailing out his crew, (Birley was the last to leave), 
the captain, A/Sqn Ldr Joe E Morphett DFC, RAAF (Aust. 407533) who was 
regarded as the finest Liberator pilot in the RAAF, managed to crash land 
his un-powered aircraft alone and in the darkness but was severely injured. 
For his actions he was awarded a bar to his DFC and a full account of his 
airmanship was published in the London Gazette. 


Arthur Birley, in a letter to the Caterpillar Club, wrote of the incident, 'I 
heard the Pilot and Flight Engineer checking fuel gauges, but as engines 
continued to 'cut', orders were given to put on parachutes. I reckoned we 
were just over twenty minutes away from the nearest airfield, and when I 
called the Pilot with this information and an alteration of course, his short 
reply was - 'We can't make it'. We were now losing height rapidly, and almost 
immediately the inter-com came alive again with 'Arthur get out, we have 
no fuel’. It was about 0145 when I landed. I found myself still clutching the 
'D' ring from the parachute pack, but in tumbling along the ground one of 
my shoes had come adrift. To enable me to become mobile, the back-pad 
of the harness provided a makeshift shoe - bound on with parachute cord 
- the main canopy of the 'chute was to prove useful later.' 


Birley was found by local villagers and in spite of their initial reservations 
about him, they were helpful in getting him and another crewman back to 
their base airfield by the evening of 3rd May and all members of the crew 
were accounted for and safe. After a fortnight's leave in Darjeeling Arthur 
Birley returned to duty and carried out a further nineteen operations to 
complete a total of 49 sorties on Blenheims and Liberators. After the war 
Arthur Birley remained in the RAF Volunteer Reserve until 13 May 1959 
when he was required to relinquish his commission having reached the 
compulsory retirement age of 45. The Air Council did however grant him 
permission to retain the rank of Flight Lieutenant.

John Saunders, born 02Aug1858 at Uffington in Berkshire, England; 
migrated to Australia in 1879 as a slate layer but joined the New South 


Wales Police Force 26Feb1879 as Probationary Constable; 01Jun1880 
Constable 1/c; 01Jun1882 Senior Constable; 01Apr1883 Sergeant 2/c; 
01Feb1889 Sergeant 1/c; 01Dec1889 Acting Sub-Inspector; 01Sep1890 
Sub-Inspector 2/c; 1891 presented with chiming gold watch; 03Aug1899 
Sub-Inspector 1/c; 01Feb1901 Inspector; 1904 transferred to Mounted 
Section; 01Jan1904 Acting Superintendent; 01Sep1906 Superintendent 3/c; 
01Feb1917 Superintendent 2/c; 01Jul1909 Superintendent 1/c; 02Aug1918 
Discharged on pension; Certificate of Discharge issued 06Aug1918 and 
marked 'Most Exemplary'; died aged 72 on 12Jan1931 at his residence at 
Haberfield, Sydney and his funeral was conducted at the Crematorium at 
Rookwood Cemetery.

1883; Broken Hill 1888, Newcastle 1895; Orange 1900; Deniliquin 1904 
in charge of South West District; West Maitland 1907 in charge of North 
East District; Goulburn 1912 in charge of South District. 


Saunders went from Constable to Superintendent in a matter of twenty 
years, a promotional rise with few parallels in the Force. As one Broken 
Hill newspaper reported, 'When the Mt Browne diggings 'broke out' in the 
far north-west he acted as gold escort; then, having made a small reputation 
for successfully handling diggers, he was shifted to the Barrrier when that 
rush started. There were Saunders and another to handle several thousand 
of mostly-excited men, and they did it somehow... Also, in order to establish 
himself in the personal respect of the crowd, he trained hard as an athlete, 
and was ready to 'put them on' in any boxing tournament.' 


On his arrival to take up office at Orange, the local newspaper, The Western 
Advocate, Saturday, July 29, 1899 reported as follows, 'Mr. Sub-Inspector 
Saunders, who succeeds Inspector Ford, arrived in Orange on Friday morning 
and will take charge at once. Mr. Saunders is probably the youngest sub- 
inspector of the police in the colony. He has had a good experience with 
the criminal classes. He was in charge of the Broken Hill station during the 
exciting times of the strike, and also Newcastle, where he was very popular 
with the whole community, who accorded him a splendid send-off on the 
occasion of his leaving. We extend a hearty welcome to Mr Saunders.' 


Another newspaper report printed in The Orange Leader praised him stating 
that the new chief-of-police, Sub-Inspector Saunders, was a tall, lithe active 
man of pleasant manners and an iron resolution. During the Broken Hill 
strikes he clearly demonstrated that he was a man not to be trifled with. It 
also goes into detail describing the magnificent illuminated address presented 
to him as the finest ever seen, standing over four feet high and two feet six 
inches wide in a massive gold frame. 


In other articles it is revealed that Mr. Saunders was a smart, all-round athlete. 
Apparently he was best at Indian club swinging and sprinting but could also 
hold his own with single-sticks, in boxing and other muscular exercises. 


In January 1898 Sub-Inspector Saunders, Detective James M'Hattie, Sergeant 
Thomas Hickey and First Class Constable David Border, of the Newcastle 
police force, who succeeded in clearing up the mystery of the Hunter Street 
fire, for which Simeon Joel was convicted of arson, were presented with gold 
medals suitably inscribed, the gifts of the Victoria Insurance Co in recognition 
of their special services. The presentations were made at the police station 
by Mr. Inspector W.C.Lynch. 


Inspector Saunders was highly regarded and on numerous occasions was 
congratulated by the Court for the way in which he discharged his duties 
and the manner in which evidence was tendered to the court. 


One of the highest profile cases he worked on was the one concerning 
Jimmy Governor. A case in which Sub-Inspector Saunders was involved 
in the transportation and prosecution of the outlaw, Jimmy Governor, one 
of the Governor brothers who committed a series of murders in the North 
Coast region of New South Wales in 1900. When Governor was captured 
by private citizens at the foot of the Bulga Mountain which divides the 
Manning and Hastings Rivers he was taken to the Wingham lockup. On 31 
October 1900, Sub-Inspector Saunders arrived at Wingham where Jimmy 
Governor was taken before the local court and remanded to Sydney to stand 
trial for murder. 


On 1 November, Governor left on the steamer Electra handcuffed between 
two policemen with an escort of five others all in the charge of Sub- 
Inspector Saunders. During the trial Sub-Inspector Saunders presented police 
evidence of his interview of Governor while he was in custody in Wingham. 
Subsequently, Jimmy Governor was found guilty and sentenced to death. 


The Jimmy Governor saga was the basis for the novel, The Chant of Jimmie 
Blacksmith by Thomas Keneally written in the 1970s and later in 1978 made 
into a movie of the same name.

In the late 1930s he prepared a petition 
to King George VI that the ‘dignity of Royal' be conferred on the Armed 
Constabulary even though public servants in Canberra were not keen to put 
this proposal to the King because in all the British Empire there was only 
one police force allowed the prefix 'Royal' and that was the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. However, when Logan's petition was forwarded to the King 
it was approved and from July 1939 the Armed Constabluary was re-titled 
to the Royal Papuan Armed Native Constabulary. 


The Moresby Royal Arch Chapter No 51 was consecrated at Port Moresby, 
New Guinea in 1926.

Citation: 'On 31st March, 1948, Flight Lieutenant Collopy was in command 
of Dakota aircraft A65-75 with a flying crew of three and five dropping 
crew giving a supply dropping demonstration to members of the three 
Services attending the School of Land/Air Warfare, Laverton. Due to bumpy 
weather conditions tossing the aircraft, one of the dropping parachutes 
caught the tail of the aircraft and the shroud lines, with a box weighing 
180 Ibs. attached, became wound around the elevators. Normal control 
of the aircraft was considerably affected and a crash landing appeared to 
be the best that could be hoped for. Flight Lieutenant Collopy displayed 
considerable skill in manipulating his engine and aeroplane controls and 
finally brought off a successful landing in a 35 m.p.h. cross wind with no 
damage to the aircraft. 


On 8th July, 1948, Flight Lieutenant Collopy again demonstrated coolness 
and skill in completing a circuit and landing after one engine of his aircraft 
had failed on take-off before the single engined speed had been fully attained. 
Flight Lieutenant Collopy on a previous occasion in New Guinea successfully 
flew his aircraft back to base after it had struck a tree in conditions of bad 
visibility. 


This officer has on these three occasions shown exceptional coolness and 
determination in the face of somewhat alarming circumstances and has shown 
outstanding skill in extricating his aircraft from dangerous situations. These 
acts and his devotion to duty which has been of the highest order over a 
period of 4,250 hours of flying have given a splendid example to all.’

Samuel Belton Horne, born 03Mar1843 at Belleek, Tullamore, King's 
County, Ireland; Enl.22Apr1861 at Winsted, Connecticut as a private; 
07May1861 mustered into K Coy Connecticut 2nd Infantry, mustered out 
on 07Aug1861 at New Haven, Connecticut; 25Oct1861 mustered into E Coy 
Connecticut 11th Infantry (promoted Sgt 11Oct1861 and CO of E Coy; 1st 
Set 18Sep1862; 2nd Lieut 09Aug1863 as CO I Coy; 1st Lieut O9Apr1864 as 
CO F Coy; 26Sep1864 as CO H Coy; WIA 17Sep1862 Antietam, Maryland; 
03Jun1864 Cold Harbor, Virginia; 29Sep1864 Chapin's Farm, Virginia; 
Disch.17Nov1864 as result of wounds; 11Oct1871 Samuel Horne of Grand 
Rapids, Michigan aged 28 married Etta D. Bartlett aged 18 of Maine, 
Connecticut at Winchester; Samuel Horne died 18Sep1928 at Winsted, 
Winchester, and was buried at Forest View Cemetery, Winsted. 


Samuel Horne, writing under the letterhead of 'Peck & Horne, Counselors 
at Law and Solicitors in Chancery of Grand Rapids, Michigan’ on April 5th 
1870 commenced a claim for compensation in respect of his Civil War service 
as he had not been correctly recorded as Captain nor paid in recognition of 
his promotion to the rank of Captain. His rank was officially corrected under 
Special Order No.282, Headquarters of the Army December 9, 1885. The 
financial reimbursement for such rank was rectified in the 54th Congress by 
a Bill H.R.7696 in House of Representatives on March 27, 1896 and S.2720 
in the Senate on April 2, 1896. 


On July 28, 1897, Samuel B. Horne as Commissioner, Bureau of Labor 
Statistics for the State of Connecticut lodged an ‘Application for a Medal 
of Honor'. In his application Horne states, 'On the 21st day of September, 
1864, I was First Lieutenant of the Eleventh Regiment Connecticut Veteran 
Volunteers and Commissioned Captain on the 26th of the same month. That 
on the said 21st of September I returned from hospital with an unhealed 
wound and was detailed as acting provost marshall of the 18th Army Corps, 
Army of the James, which duty I assumed. 


That on the 29th day of the same month, said 18th Army Corps, then 
commanded by General Edward O.C. Ord, made a successful attack upon 
the enemy's line of works at Chapin's Farm, Virginia. That during the charge 
upon 'Fort Harrison' on said line, I was dispatched by General Ord with a 
verbal message to the colonel of one of the advancing regiments. I spurred 
forward my horse with all possible speed and soon came in direct range of 
and near the guns of the Fort. My horse, when at full gallop, was instantly 
killed by a grape shot, falling upon me with great force, cracking some of 
my ribs, injuring me internally and pinioning me to the ground, from which 
position I was at once relieved by Colonel Thomas G. Welles of the same 
staff with me, who was passing when the accident happened. 


That, although lacerated and in great pain and partly denuded, I proceeded 
on foot, delivered the message near the Fort and reported to General Ord 
and was with him when he was wounded on the parapet, and later with 
him, taken to the rear.' The application concludes with, 'Did I not do more 
than duty required? Was not my conduct under the circumstances an act 
of unusual bravery? At the time it was so regarded at Headquarters, but as 
General Ord was sent home and neglected to make official report of the battle 
until a year later, no personal mention is made of me except in a general 
way. To which report, I respectfully refer.' 


In Deeds of Valor, p433 it states, 'With two dangerous wounds in his body 
Lieutenant Samuel B. Horne, of Company H, Eleventh Connecticut Infantry, 
was carried off the field at Cold Harbor, Va., June 3, 1864, and sent to a 
hospital. Though his recovery proceeded slowly, he could not bear to be 
confined to his bed and three months later returned to his regiment, though 
still an invalid. Ten days later, at Chapin's Farm, Va., September 29, 1864, 
he won his medal by a display of courage almost superhuman. ' 


This 'superhuman display of courage' was probably one of the factors why 
after investigating the claim, Horne received a letter from the Secretary of 
War dated November 4, 1897 which stated, 'You are hereby notified that 
by direction of the President and under provisions of the Act of Congress 
approved March 3, 1863, providing for the presentation of medals of 
honor to such officers, non-commissioned officers and privates as have most 
distinguished themselves in action, a Congressional Medal of Honor has this 
day been presented to you for Most Distinguished Gallantry in Action, the 
following being a statement of the particular service, viz: 'At Fort Harrison, 
Va., September 29th, 1864, this officer, then serving as First Lieutenant 11th 
Connecticut Volunteers, and acting as aide-de-camp to General Ord, while 
carrying an important message on the field was wounded and his horse killed; 
but not withstanding his severe wounds and sufferings, he continued on his 
way, delivered the order, and then joined his General but had to be taken to 
the rear on account of injuries received. ' 


The medal will be forwarded by registered mail, as soon as it shall have been 
engraved.' In fact it was sent on November 19 and received by Horne on 
November 23, 1897. 


On January 31, 1908 the War Department advised Horne that he was to 
be issued with another Medal of Honor of the new design to be engraved, 
"The Congress/to/Captain/Samuel B.Horne,/Co.H,11th Conn.Inf.Vols./Fort 
Harrison, Va.,/Sept.29,1864.' The new medal was sent to him on February 
21, 1908 and received on March 2, 1908. In 1916 Horne applied for 
enrolment of his name on the Army and Navy Medal of Honor Roll. This 
was approved and on May 25, 1916 he acknowledged receipt of Medal of 
Honor Certificate No.68.

entries he makes mention of severe pain he is suffering caused 
by varicose veins and his refusal to return to Australia for 
treatment rather preferring to stay with his unit in the field; 
he relates of the air raids, the war's progress, casualties and 
a continual reference to how much he misses his girlfriend 
and on 13 October 1942 he mentions his proposal by letter 
and his beloved Ivy's acceptance on 27 October 1942 when 
he writes 'Ivy is very happy re prospects to marry me'; on 5 
December 1942 he records 'Picked out as a commando today, 
start training tomorrow’; the entry on 6 January 1943 states 
‘Designed cover, illustrated 3 jokes for Regimental Book, the 
unit are going to publish it for me / title:- 2/1 Field Regt. 
Abroad'; on 20 January he writes that he has transferred by 
plane to Dobadura air strip and the last diary entry is dated 
26 January 1943; throughout the diary is illustrated with 
colour and black and white sketches including various graves 
of AIF men killed in action and examples of some postage 
stamps of Papua and also New Guinea; a unique illustrated 
document beautifully penned in a calligraphy style in ink, 
not surprisingly when one considers the writer's pre war
